ON PREACHING CHRIST. 


THE preaching of christianity is, in the New-Testament, call- 
<a preaching Christ. The gospel is good tidings concerning him 
who came into the world'to save sinners. His person, his offices, 
his work, his cross, and his unsearchable riches, are the chief 
subjects of the christian ministry. - To preach Christ, is not bare- 
ly to make frequent mention of his name, and to say many great 
things about him ; for this: may be done’by those who are enemies 
to the truth as it is in him; but it is to make Christ crucified the 
principal subjéct of all-our preaching. The apostle Paul is an 
emineat example of this. I determined,” says he, “ to know 
nothing among you, save Jesus Christ and him crucified.” | All 
his epistles illustrate, exemplify and confirm this determination. 
From the beginning to the énd of each of these evangelical com- 
positions, we find, on the closest and most impartial examination 
that they are filled with what relates to him that loved us, and 
gave hitnself for us. There are searcely two sentences together 
without some réferénce to him. His precious and adorable name 
shines every where in them, as the sun that gives life to the whole 
system/ It is introduceft in evéry:page, in every paragraph, and 
sometimes in’ every verse.” Seed Cor, i. le~13. 

Jesus Christ is the sum of all the apostle’s logic. and of allhis 
rhetoric; the substance of his ‘reasonings and arguments; the 
magazine of ‘his arms’; the great motive of bié exhortations and 
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persuasions ; and, to say all in one word, Jesus Christ is the life 
and soul of all his discourses. 

From him the apostle fetcheth consolation for those who are 
burdened.with a sense of. sin, or oppressed with poverty, perse- 
cution and affliction. Jesus Christ furnisheth him with all that is 
necessary to heal the wounded conscience, to gladden the despond- 
ing heart, to enkindle desire, to raise hope, to confirm faith, to 
promote patience, to loosen the mind from earthly attachments, 
and to elevate the soul to heaven, Nay, in him the apostle finds 
all his arguments to promote evangelical holiness. 

In subjects which might seem to have no immediate relation to 
Christ, by transitions equally wonderful and pleasing, he is intro- 
duced. When the apostle is speaking of the incestuous person, 
in the Corinthian church, he suddenly brings to view a crucified 
Saviour. “Christ, our passover, is sacrificed for us.” Who 
would have expected to hear of this.on such an occasion? But 
. the subject ever lay nearest his heart, and gave him relief amidst 
most painful and mortifying reflections. When speaking of the 
promise he had made to visit Corinth, which promise he had not 
yet been able to perform, he brings in a discourse concerning the 
« promises of salvation in Christ Jesus; they are “ not yea and nay : 
but in himyea, andin him Amen,’ tothe glory of God by us.” 
When speaking of heaven he longs. to be Preeti for this very 
reason, that he might be with Christ. 

Some are partial to the terms, dody of divinity : we “find no 
regular, systemutical arrangement of subjects in Paul’s writings ; 
but the soul of his divinity is Christ, as every doctrine-advanced 
by this great apostle is animated by him, or rather Christ is the 
|. Alpha and thé Omega, the first and the last, the sum and substance 
_ thereof.—Does he speak of the creation? “ All things were made 
by him, and for him.” . Does he speak of the providence which 
governs the world? “ Christ is the head over all things to the 
! church.” Does -he speak of the, purpose of God? It is “ the 
eternal purpose which he purposed in Christ Jesus.our Lord; ac- 
cording as he hath chosen us in him before the foundation of the 
world.” Does’ he speak of redemption? « He hath obtained eter- 
nal redemption for us ; and by one offering perfecied forever them 
that are sanctified.” Does he speak of our being pardoned ? Itis 
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only through his blood, without the shedding of which there had 
been no remission. Does he speak of our being justified, or ac- 
quitted of every charge brought against us by law and justice ? 
“ We are justified by his blood ;—there is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them that are in Christ Jesus ;—it is God that justifi- 
eth, whois he that condemneth? It is Christ that died; yea, ra- 
ther, that is risen again.’”” Does he speak of deliverance from the 
wrath due to our sins? It is “even Jesus who delivereth us from 
the wrath to come.” Does he speak of our reconciliation wit! 
God? “ We were reconciled to God by the death ofhis Son.” 
Does he speak of our everlasting acceptance in the Father’s 
sight! “He hath made us accepted in the Beloved.” Does 
he speak of peace of conscience? It is the peace of God, which 
passeth ail understanding, that keepeth the heart and mind 
through Christ Jesus. Does he speak of a rich supply of 
grace, answerable to all our needs? Itis from that fulness which 
it hath pleased the Father should dwell in Christ. “ My God shall 
supply all your need, according to his riches in glory by Christ Je- 
sus.” Does he speak of comfort? It is the consolation of Christ. 
Does he speak of our final conquest over sin, over death, over the 
grave, over all the powers of darkness, andover a persecuting 
world? ‘Thanks be to God, who giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” “ We are more than conquerors, through 
him that loved us.”” Ina word; Does he speak of eternal life ? 
“It is the gift of God, through our Lord Jesus Christ” 
But if we stay here, we do the apostle great injustice, since he 
considers all the duties of christianity with relation to Christ. The 
Divine Saviour is the fountain of that strength by which they are 
all performed. This our apostle illustrated by his own experience, 
as he frequently does in other cases; just as the mysteries of na- 
ture are elucidated by apt experiments. “I can doall things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me.” It is through Christ alone that 
ourimperfect servicesare acceptable. ‘¢ Whatsoever yedo, in word 
or deed, do all in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, giving thanks 
to God the Father by him.”’ Nay, the love and death of the Lord of 
life and glory are the chief motives used by the apostle to excite 
to holy obedience. “ Whom we preach, warning every man, and 
exhorting every man, that we may present every man perfect in 
Christ Jesus.” 

Are we of those who obey not the gospel, but neglect the grea, 
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salvation? “ How shall we escape, when the Lord Jesus shall 
descend from heaven with his mighty angels, in flaming fire, to 
take vengeance on them that know not God, and obey not the gos- 
pel of our Lord Jesus Christ!” Are we asleep and secure? 
ss Awake thou that sleepest, and arise from the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light.” Do we profess to be christians? ‘ If any 
man be in Christ, he is a new creature. Let every one that nam- 
eth the name of Christ depart from iniquity. As Christ was rais- 
ed from the dead by the glory of the Father, so we should walk 
in newness of life.” 

Is it incumbent on us to bring forth fruit to God? The fruits 
of righteousness are by Jesus Christ, to the glory and praise of 
God : and with these fruits we ought to be filled. Are we ex- 
horted to be upright, to be faithful, to be sincere? We are told 
that God will judge the secrets of men by Jesus Christ, accord- 
ing to the gospel; and that we must all stand before the judg- 
ment-seat of Christ. Are we to maintain a holy and humble con- 
fidence in God? “ Such trust have we in Christ to God-ward ; in 
whom ye also trusted ;—whcrefore be strong in the grace that is 
in Christ Jesus.” Are we to make it our constant care to live de- 
voted to God ? “ Christ died for us that we should not henceforth 
ive unto ourselves, but unto him that died and rose again.” Are 
we to practise continual self-denial? “ The grace of God, which 
bringeth salvation, hath appeared unto all men, teaching us, that 
denying ungodliness and worldly lust, we should live soberly, 
righteously and godly in the present world, looking for the bless- 
ed hope, and the glorious appearing of the great God, even our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, who gave himself for us, that he,” &c. 
Are we to walk in all holiness and purity before God? «¢ Only 
let your conversation be as it becometh the gospel of Christ.” 
Let it comport with the genius, the spirit, and the tendency of 
that doctrine which is according to godliness. “ As ye have re- 
ceived Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk in him.” Are we to lové 
God with pure and fervent affection? This is the first and great- 
command. The love of Christ constraineth us” to obey it, 
While we comprehend, with all saints, what is the breadth and 
length and depth and height of that love, we are induced to love 
him whe hath first loved us. . 
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Ave we exhorted to love the brethren? By what consideration 
does the apostle persuade us to this? ‘ Walk in love, as Christ 
hath loved us, and given himself for us.” Are we to be of a sym- 
pathising spirit? “ Bear ye one another’s burdens, and so fulfil 
the law of Christ.” Are we to be liberal and bountiful? « Ye 
know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that though he was rich» 
for your sakes he became poor, that ye through his poverty might 
be made rich.” O how powerful is this motive! Shall we part 
with nothing for him who gave all for us? Are we to forgive an 
offending brother? “ As Christ forgave you, so also do ye.” Are 
we to be tender and kind towards the weak of the flock? Receive 
them as Christ hath received you ; they are members of his body, 
of his flesh, and of his bones. Destroy not, that is, do not in- 
jure or distress, the weak brother, for whom Christ died. Are 
we to cultivate a truly christian temper? “ Put ye on the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Let the same mind be in you which was also in 
him.” By the meekness and géntlehess of Christ, you are ex- 
horted to meekness, humility and gentleness. If you suffer af- 
fliction or persecution ; by what motives are you urged to be pa- 
tient? “ Forasmuch as Christ suffered for us in the flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same mind ; and the Lord direct your 
hearts into the love of God, and into the patient waiting for Christ.” 
By what arguments are we urged to have our conversation in 
heaven? “ If ye be risen with Christ, seck those things which 
are above, where Christ sitteth at the right hand of God.’ Are 
we to cherish a cheerful, joyful, thankful temper of mind? “ We 
joy in God through Jesus Christ our Lord, by whom we now re- 
ceive the atonement. Rejoice in the Lord always—in every thing 
give thanks; for this is the will of God in Christ Jesus concern- 
ing you.” 

In the very same strain, and by the same evangelical motives. 
the apostle exhorts us to the discharge of all relative duties, 
Husbands are to love their wives, as Christ also loved the church, 
and gave himself for it. Wives are to be subject to their own 
husbands, as the church is subject to Chrisi. Parents are to bring’ 
up their children in the nurture, that is, the instruction, and ad- 
monition of the Lord. Children are to be obedient to their parents, 


because this is well-pleasing to him who came to save them. Mas-

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ters are to give their servants that which is just and equal, for one 
is their master even Christ. And servants are to be obedient to 
their own masters, in singleness of heart, as unto Christ. 

Thus, this blessed messenger from God bore the name of the 
divine Saviour before the Gentiles. To this important service he 
was called, and thus he fulfilled his ministry. He not only laid 
open the stores of redeeming grace and love, in the salvation of 
men, but in the doctrine of the cross he found the strongest and 
most efficacious motives and inducements to holiness.

“REVIEW OF THE MISSION AT THE CLOSE OF THE YEAR 1811. 


Very dear Brethren, 

TO review the way in which the Lord had led them, was 
once given in charge by the God of mercy to his people. If the 
duty be less binding on us, the advantages of frequently review- 
ing the -Lord’s dealings are so great, as fully to encourage our 
taking every opportunity of doing it. Such an opportunity the 
beginning of each year presents, and we proceed to the pleasing 
task (if it deserve the name) of collecting into one view the Lord’s 
dealings with us in our several missionary capacities, during the 
past year. In doing which we shall perhaps find it useful to ad- 
here to the plan laid down in our last years letter, and begin with 
the Mission in 

BENGAL. 


This Mission the past year has experienced much of divine 
mercy, each of the churches at the five missionary stations there- 
in, having been favoured with some addition ; which we proceed 
to particularize. 

Dinagepore. We had to express our hope last year respecting 
this station, that God would be pleased to visit it this, arid crown 
the labours of our beloved brother with evident fruit. Our hope 
has not been disappointed ; no less than eight have been added to 
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this church in the course: of the year; of these, five are 
natives, and three are the children of our deceased and esteem- 
ed friend, Mr. Derozio, whose concern for the salvation of his 
children formed one of the most distinguishing traits of his char- 
acter; and we feel peculiar pleasure in seeing this care owned by 
the God of mercy, after the parent is thus laid in the grave. We 
mention this for the sake of stirring up ourselves and other parents 
toa like concern for the salvation of their offspring, and of encour- 
aging them to persevere in their prayers and endeavours, even 
though a blessing on the latter should not appear in answer to the 
former during life. 

It is not without pain that we mention the removal of the amiae 
ble and excellent consort of our dear brother, and his faithful help- 
er in missionary work. We know however that it becomes us 
not only to be “ dumb with silence? but cordially to acquiesce in 
the will of our heavenly father, when once made known; as he 
both loves his children and cares for the interests of his church, 
infinitely beyond ourselves. We have also this to support us un- 
der every mysterious dispensation of his providence, that “ what 
we know not now, we shall know hereafter.”? Fhe Lord has been 
pleased to bring out in safety the son of our beloved brother witlt 
his wife, whom brother Fernandez has taken up with him. May 
the son tread in the father’s steps, and be an effectual helper to him 
in the work of God. 

Goamaity. This church is at present the smallest of the five 
in Bengal: brother Mardon has been ufflicted with a complaint in 
his lungs, which has rendered him incapable of exerting himself 
in the work of God in the manner he wished. Two, however, 
have been added to this church this) year. In consid- 
eration “of brother Mardon’s indisposition, we have requested 
brother D’Cruz, a member of the church at Calcutta, who has 
expressed a strong desire to devote himself to the work of God 
among the heathen, to spend a few months by way of probation in 
assisting brother Mardon. Since this time, however, brother 
Mardon has been visited with an affliction of a different kind. It 
has pleased our all-wise Saviour to bereave him ol the companion 
of his cares. Mrs. Mardon departed this. life at Scrampore, 
December 24th, leaving four children, (the eldest 5 years old, and

the youngest an infant of only ten days) which are with the other 
orphans of the mission atSerampore. Brother Mardon has now 
returned to his work. 

_ Cutwa. In the beginning of this year our brother Kangalee 
who has been for a considerable time employed in making known 
the gospel to his countrymen,baptized one person at Lakra-koonda; 
after which our young brother William Carey going thither, bap- 
tized two more. This circumstance is highly encouraging, as it 
displays the genuine energy of the gospeleven when preached by 
Natives, and as it gives hope that more may be brought to the 
knowledge and profession of the truth in the same manner, both 
there and in ether parts of India. 

Jessore. Yn this church and its vicinity there has been much 
this year of an encouraging nature. Our brother Carapiet has 
been labouring in the towns and villages around him assisted by 
the native brethren Seeta-ram, Pran-krishna, Manika, Manik-sha, 
and Punchanun ; and although a less number have this year been 
added by baptism than in either of the two preceding years, we 
trust the word of grace has been on the whole more widely dif- 
fused ; and that the fruits will appear to the glory of the Recdeem- 
er inyears tocome. The number added by baptism this year is 
12. Brother Carapiet, visiting us a few months ago, expressed 
a willingness to take his friend Petruse with him, who had for 
more than a year signified a wish to engage like him in making 
known the gospel. Our brother Petruse concurring in the same 
- idea, we have consented to his labouring a few months with brother: 
Carapiet. Where his destination will ultimately be, we cannot 
at_present say. 

Serampore and Calcutta. In this church, by far the greater part 
of the members of which reside at Calcutta, now become the 
principal scene of our labours, the Lord has been pleased to appear ' 
in a more effectual manner than in any former year, fifty-nine hav- 
ing been added during the past year, the greater part of whom 
are natives of India, of various religions. Among these sever- 
al remarkabie instances ef divine grace have appeared at the Fort - 
where we in our last review mentioned, that a considerable num- 
ber seemed earnestly desirous of hearing the word of life; and 
from thence no less than eleven have come forward and put on the

Lord Jesus Christ by an open profession, of whom fouf are Euro- 
peans, the rest are natives of India. Many citcumstances in Cal- 
cutta indeed have in the past year furnished matter for gratitude. 
The monthly meetings for prayer have been well attended ; and 
meetings for prayer are held in private houses or at the vestry, 
nearly every evening in thé week, in which ‘there is not public 
service ; small groups assembling one night in one part of the city 
and another night in another. Several of the members of the 
church also interest themselves greatly in distributing the scrip- 
tures and scripture tracts among their neighbours, their servants, 
and the sttangers from various parts of India, with which Calcut- 
taabounds. For the sake of accommodating these friends, a meet- 
ing has been held in the vestry during the greater part of the last 
year, on the first Monday in the month, prior to the meeting for 
prayer, when such as are desirous, come and supply themselvés 
gtatis with the Scriptures in the Bengalee, Sungskrit, Hindee, 
Orissa, and Persian languages, and for the sake of strengthening 
each other’s hands, mention the opportunities which the preced- 
ing month has afforded them of distributing the Scriptures in any 
of these languages.Sevéral of the younger members of the church 
have also applied to the study of the Bengalee, Nagree andsPer- 
sian characters, to enable them to read the New-Testament to their 
servants and neighbors. We would fain hope that this will at length 
raise something like a missionary flame in the minds of some of 
these young men.—The native brethren, Krishna and Sebuk-ram 
have found their sphere of action much enlarged in the course of 
the past year, and their labours have been greatly owned. In ad- 
dition to these the Lord has been pleased to stir up several other 
brethren to labour for the souls of others ; of these, two have 
been already mentioned, the brethren D’Cruz and Petruse, the 
former assisting brother Mardon; the latter with brother Carapiet; 
two others labour in Calcutta with great diligence, viz. our young 
brother Thompson, whose correspondence in the Circular Let- 
ters plainly discovers the spirit which actuates his mind ; and our 
brother Debrun, baptized about two years ago, who seems to la- 
bour among his heathen neighbours with very general acceptance, 
making known the word as occasion offers in Bengalec, Hindost’. 
hanee, and Portuguese. By means of the labours of these breth- 
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red, although our stated congregation at the chapel is much be- 
low three hundred, more than a thousand of various nations have 
the word of life constantly ministered to them. 

The Benevolent Institution for the instruction of the indigent, has 
been much encouraged this past year. We have been enabled by 
the liberality of the public to extend it also to the othersex. A 
school has been added for Girls, in which at the close of the year, 
sixty were instructed, who in all probability would otherwise have . 
been growing up in ignorance and vice. This however has not 
lessened the other branch ; on the contrary, that at the close of the 
year contained 242 boys ; so that although we began the year with 
less than a hundred children, we closed it with somewhat more than 
three hundred ; and, which will excite equal surprise and pleasure, 
the debt whichat the close of the last year amounted to nearly 2000 
rupees, at the close of this was almost annihilated. This is owing 
partly to the liberality of the public, and partly to the new ar- 
rangemnets introduced in teaching on Lancaster’s plan, by means 
of which,brother Leonard, whose very soul seems in the work, in- 
structs these 240 boys with greater ease than he, in the last year, 
instructed a hundred with two assistants. Unwilling to throw too 
great a burden on the public, we have erected at our own expense 
an airy and spacious school-room in the heart of the town, which 
will contain nearly 800 children. This we shall for the present Jet to 
the public at a moderate rent. It is not improbable that the num- 
ber of poor children there taught to read the sacred Scriptures in 
English and Bengalee, and instructed in writing and arithmetic, 
will, by the end of this year, amount to five hundred. Should the 
Lord be pleased to give that blessing on this institution which is so 
earnestly desired, its effects in disseminating the gospel in India, 
may possibly exceed our expectation. 


THE BIRMAN MISSION. 


In this mission the progress made relates principally to transla- 
ting the Scriptures. Our young brother F. Carey has at length 
succeeded in getting an able assistant in the Maguda language and 
has been enabled to proceed with increased satisfaction in transla- 
ting the Scriptures into the Burman language. He has revised 
the gospel by St. Matthew, and prepared it for the press, and has 
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by this time finished Mark, and probably another of the gospels, 
He has changed his condition in life, and married a young woman 
born at Rangoon of Christian parents, whom he describes as being 
exceedingly attentive to the word of God, which she can read both 
inthe Burman and Portuguese languages ; and very desirous of 
being instructed in the nature of true religion. Should the Lord 
be pleased fully to enlighten her mind herein, she may be highly 
useful in the future concerns of the mission, acquainted as she is 
with the language, and the habits‘and ideas of the people. Her 
brother, a steady and diligent lad about 15, is pursuing his studies 
at Serampore. : 

Brother Chater, whom we mentioned in our last review as be- 
ing at Serampore, printing a small volume of Scripture extracts in 
Burman, after returning to Rangoon and remaining there almost 
two months, seeing little prospect of security for Mrs. Chater and 
his family in the disturbed state of affairs there, and fearing that 
climate might not ultimately be favourable to Mrs. Chater’s health, 
returned to Bengal, and is now with us waiting to enter 
on a new scene of labour in some situation which he hopes 
will be more favourable to the health of Mrs. Chater and 
his family. He wished indeed to wait here till the country was 
once more ina state of peace; but the brethren fearing this 
might occasion a delay of years to no purpose, he acceded 
to their proposal of fixing at once on another scene of labour. 
His mind is much set on Columbo, where we cannot learn that 
there is any missionary at present, but where a multitude of in- 
habitants (said to amount to 270,000 throughout the island) who 
bear the Christian name, but are almost destitute both of the 
scriptures and of spiritual instruction, seems to open a field suf- 
ficient to empioy many ministers of the gospel. An edition of the 
New-Testament in the Cingalese language we are now printing 
for the Auxiliary Bible Society. We hope in a little time to send 
a brother to Rangoon to assist brother F. Carey there, in the room 
ef brother Chater.

My dear Brother, Caleutta, Sept. 1, 1812. 
By the Tartar, I hasten to drop you a few lines, to say that 
our dear brethren Johns and Lawson have arrived in perfect health, 
and have been received with affection and joy by the brethren at 
Serampore. 

Brethren Rice, Hall, and Nott are also at ouf house, whither 
they came the day after they landed ; and are weighing things re- 
lative to their future course. Their minds seem most inclined 
to the Isles of France, Bourbon, and Madigascar, with a view to 
the ‘translation of the Scriptures into the language of the latter 
Island, which is perhaps the greatest work now left untouched in 
these parts of the world. To this good work we have endeavors 
ed to encourage them to the utmost.

Arabic ; six of Orissa ; a fount of Kashmere, not put into cases 
a fount of ‘'amul lately sent from Euvgland ; four of Greek ; an.

Of the Chinese —The text for the two volumes of Lufi-yu, and 
also of the Z'soong-yoong and the Ta-hyoh of Confucius, neatly 
cut in wood in the Chinese manner. 

English Founts.—Four cases of five-lines Pica, &e.; two ditto 
of French Capon ; four ditto of Double Pica; four ditto of Script, 
two ditto of Old English ; six ditto of English (size) ; eight dit- 
to of ditto new fount, just arrived from England; ten ditto of 
Pica-faced English ; twelve ditto of Picea; eight ditto of Small 
Pica; ten ditto of Long Primer; two ditto of ditto (old); six 
ditto of Brevier ; ten ditto of Minion. 

Besides these fownts in cases, large quantities of- types which 
the cases could not hold, and which were deposited on the shelves 
under the imposing stones, as well as different assortments of 
flowers, k&c. 

Furniture of the Office.—Fifty-seven frames for the cases; 
forty ditto for imposing stones ; two hundred and twenty-nine cases
